JOBS: 3200 Employes Added to Payrolls on Pacific 


Lines by Improvements and Expansions During the Year 


Average employment on Southern 
Pacific's Pacific Lines, serving six west- 
ern states, has increased 10 per cent 
over the same period of last year, 3200 
employes having been added to the 
Company’s rolls since that time. 

‘This was announced recently by 
President A. D. McDonald, in report- 
ing results of the raitrond’s far-reach- 
ing improvement and expansion pro- 
gram, undertaken early in 1935 and 
now well under way. The payroll in- 
crease based on average employment 
in January 1936, as compared with the 
same period last year, Mr. McDonald 
said, amounts to about $9,725,000 a 
year or nearly 18 per cent. 

Establishment of new train service, 
both freight and passenger, together 


with air-conditioning and modernizing 
of passenger equipment, has been 
chiefly responsible for the substantial 
increase in the Company's forces. 


Million Train Miles 


More than 1,000,000 passenger train 
miles have been added to the com- 
pany’s annual operations since January 
1, this year, with an accompanying in- 
crease of $820,000 in operating ex- 
penses. The train schedule improve- 
ments made in February on the Shasta, 
Coast and San Josquin Valley lines, 
alone resulted in calling 110 trainmen 
and enginemen back to service. 

Aside from the direct employment 
of railrond men, Southern Pacific, by 
its outlays for materials and supplies 


in connection with its expansion activi- 
ties, has stimulated employment in 
many other lines, it was pointed out. 
Purchase of new equipment, includ- 
ing 3000 refrigerator cars for the Pacific 
Fruit Express Company, jointly owned 
by Southern Pacific and Union Pacific, 
will give employment to thousands of 
workers in maravfacturing plants. The 
new rofrigerator ears alone are to cost 
more than $10,000,000. 
Air-conditioning and modernization 
of additional passenger cars by South- 
em Pacific for all of its lines, and by the 
Pullman Company for use by Southern 
Pacific this year, is costing about 
$2,000,000. This work, it was stated, 
is progressing rapidly, in keeping with 
plans for delivery of the equipment

First of the new type air- 
conditioned lounge cars to be completely 
overhauled with new furnishings, deco-~ 
rations and all modern facilities for 
convenience and comfort of passengers, 
was turned out of the shops early this 
month.

“Beginning last May, Southern Pa- 
cific added to its fast merchandise 
freight service, first by establishing a 
new overnight train for less than.-car- 
Joad shipments between San Ffincisco 
and Bakersfield. 

“This was followed by inauguration 
of new merchandise train service be- 
tween San Francisco, Oakland and the 


Los Angeles metropolitan area; be- 
tween San Francisco bay cities and 
Sacramento Valley points, and just 
recently between Portland and Kiam- 
ath Falls. 

“In the passenger-carrying field, 
Southern Pacific has made many not- 
able improvements.

service in the lower San Joaquin Valley.

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STORE-DOOR: Speed in Pickup and Delivery Is 


Vital in Company’s New Merchandise Freight Service 


In the October Bulletin we had a 
brief description of the “store-door” 
service of Pacific Motor Transport. 
Company, and a promise that future 
articles would explain the various im- 
portant phases of the operation, The 
rnost important part of any performance 
is the beginning and the end, and since 
PMT service begins with a “pick-up” 
and ends with a “delivery,” let’s have 
now a detailed description of those two 
operations. They are more complex 
than they sound, 

As previously explained PMT’ oper- 
ates in much the same way as Railway 
Express Agency. Its shipments are 
picked up by truck at shipper’s store- 
door and taken to the Southern Pacific 
Company freight station where they 
are loaded into cars for railroad haul 
to destination, aud the shipments are 
then delivered by truck to consignee’s 
door, 

Of all the fuctors which enter into the 
performance of a service satisfactory 
to the shipping public, none is more im- 
portant than the pick-up and the 
delivery, A missed pick-up means that 
the shipment docs not go; a delayed 
delivery means that much, if not all, of 
the value of runuing fast trains for the 
accommodation of this traffic hag been 
lost, In cither case, of course, the 
failure means inconvenience, dissatis- 
faction and possible financial loss to 
shipper or consignec, or both. ence, 
the necessity for rigid supervision and 
constant attention to detail to see that 
the pick-up and delivery of shipments 
is made without hitch in a prompt and 
efficient manner satisfactory to our 
patrons. 

In establishing pick-up and delivery 
service, one of the first things that must

be decided is the area in which such 
service is to be rendered. Since the 
‘Transport Company operates under the 
jurisdiction of State Railroad Com- 
missions, these areas must be defined 
and published in its tariffs. In the 
larger cities, such os San Francisco and 
Los Angeles, the area or zones in which 
the store-door service is to be provided 
usually embraces only the industrial 
and commercial sections. In smaller 
cities the service usually is offered to 
any one within the corporate city 
limits; and in unincorporated eommuni- 
ties, it usually is given within s radius 
of one mile of our Company’s depot. 


Welcomed by Local Draymen 


It has beon the Transport Company’s 
practice, so far as it can, to hire local 
draymen to perform its pick-up and 
delivery work. The arrangements be- 
tween the Transport Company and the 
draymen are covered by regular con- 
tracts which outline the service re- 
quirements and the rate of compensa- 
tion to the drayman. At most points 
little difficulty has been experienced in 
making such contracts and in securing 
the cooperation of local draymen, be- 
cause his interest—the recovery of lost 
business——was the same as that of 
PMT Co, With the advent into the 
field of the highway carrier with store- 
door service, the railroad lost much of 
the business and the drayman, of course, 
suffered a similar loss in transfer work 
between rail depots and business 
houses. The intuguration of the Trans- 
port, Company's service and its policy 
of patronizing, when practicable, local 
industry for the performance of its 
store-door pick-up and delivery work 
gave to the drayman, just as it did to 


the railroad, an opportunity to get 
back some of the business which he had 
lost. 

Allin all, most draymen looked upon 
inauguration of rail store-door service 
with high favor aud they, have con- 
stantly striven to make the service such 
as to warrant the highest consideration 
by the shipping public. There have 
been some instances, however, where 
local conditions made it impracticable 
+o uge the service of the local drayman, 
and in these few instances, the Pacific 
Motor Trucking Company (the Trans- 
port Company’s truck subsidiary) has 
been utilized to provide the local pick- 
up and delivery. : 

Generally speaking the service may 
be divided into two classes: First, the 
service at large distributing centers, 
such as San Francisco and Les Angeles, 
which is primarily one of pick-ups, 
rather than deliveries; and second, that 
at relatively smaller places, such as 
Marysville and Santa Ana, which is 
primarily one of deliveries. 

Tn San Francisco the pick-up and 
delivery is performed by an indepen- 
dent contract drayman. The following 
is descriptive of how the service func- 
tions: 

‘The shipper who desires to avail him- 
self of Pacific Motor Transport Com- 
pany’s store-door service calls for a 
“Nick-up” by telephoning the Trans- 
port Company’s advertised pick-up 
number which is located in the Dispatch 
Office of the drayman who is employed 
to do the work. . 

Esch call is written up on a separate 
slip, which shows the shipper’s name, 
address, weight and size of the ship- 
ment, if possible, and the time the call 
was received, These slips are then

passed to the truck dispatcher and his 
two assistants who are charged with the 
responsibility of seeing that prompt 
service is given. It, of course, would be 
impossible as well as economically un- 
sound to dispatch a truck for each call 
as soon as it is received, The dis- 
patcher therefor has a “board” which 
is divided into four sections, to repre- 
sent the four corners of San Francisco. 
Each corner is in turn divided into 
smaller sections and the pickup call 
slips: are inserted into slots repre- 
sentative of these smaller sections, At 
a glance the dispatchers are then able 
to tell exactly where trucks are needed, 
and as the calls are given out to the 
truck drivers the slips are withdrawn 
from the slots and filed for future 
reference. First, however, the driver’s 
name and time calls were dispatched 
are entered on the slips. 


‘Trucks Kept Moving 


A driver js given a few calls to start 
with and after he has made the pick-ups 
he calls the dispatcher for further in- 
structions, He is told either to make 
other pick-ups in that immediate terri- 
tory or is ordered to bring his load to 
the receiving sheds of the railroad, 
depending upon the number and size 
of shipments on his truck, 

This sounds simple. However, when 
it is realized that pick-ups must be 
made under all kinds of congested 
traffic conditions; from sidewalks, base- 
ments, upstairs store-rooms, apartment 
houses and what not, you can under- 
stand that the dispatcher has more than 
an-casy, smooth-running task. He 
must be able to anticipate fairly accu- 
rately the amount of work to be done 
each day and have stiffidient equipment 
and drivers ayailable to take care of 
any and all emergencies. 

it is not uncommon to have a number 


of shippers call for service and by the 
time the driver arrives for the goods the 
shippers have received further orders 
from their customers and of course have 
more business to give us than the dis- 
patcher figured to handle. This may 
mean that the truck driver will not be 
able to handle all calls dispatched to 
him at that time and another truck 
must be sent to help him. Then again 
a patron may be given pick-up service 
once and a2 few minutes after the driver 
has left more orders are received and 
another call is necessary. Or, drivers 
may apparently clean up one section 
of the eity, only to find that country 
customers have phoned or wired the 
shippers for merchandise late in the day 
and additional pick-ups are required in 
that same territory. 

Calls are received quite frequently as 
late as 15 or 20 minutes before the 
freight house closing hour of 5:45 PM 
for a special pick-up of a shipment 
which is urgently needed the next 
morning at a point several hundred 
miles away. Every effort is made to 


Shipments are carefully loaded into the 
trucks hich follow regular designated 
routes in making deliveries over the city.

meet such emergencies, thus cementing 
our friendship with the patron and 
establishing the Transport Company’s 
reputation for cooperation and -re- 
sourceful service. In such a case, a 
truck must be dispatched, make the 
pick-up and get back to the sheds by 
5:45 PMin order to have shipment for- 
warded that night. 

‘The dispatchers must constantly be 
in a position to meet these situations 
and have all types of trucks on hand to 
handle any size order. Small trucks are 
required for the narrow streets and 
alleys of some of the down-town area. 
Large low-bed or high-bed truek equip- 
ment is necessary to properly serve 
other customers shippers may have 
only a few small packages or several 
thousand pounds of large or bulky 
commodities. 

An average of 700 pick-ups and 300 
deliveries are made daily in San Fran- 
cisco. In these modern days when we 


are accustomed to dealing in large num- 
bers, seven hundred “pick-ups” may 
not sound like very many, But give 
the number a second thought. Con- 
sider the difficulty of making the four 
or five stops necessary to the families’ 
Saturday afternoon shopping and then 
try to visualize seven hundred pick-ups, 
75% of which are made during the 214 
hours between 3 PM and 5:30 PM. 
Three telephone operators are on duty 
to register pick-up calls. The switch- 
board has 12 trunk lines and during the 
peak hours a call is received on an 
average of every 10 seconds. 


“Peak Hours” for Pickups 


For about 175 patrons who ship every 
day, advance arrangements have been 
made to have a regular “route truck” 
stop for pick-ups daily without a phone 
call, but the great majority of pick-ups 
are made in response to direct phone 
calls, A record of a typical day's calls 
at San Francisco is as follows:

Bearing in mind the late hour at 
which most of these calls are received 
it is not hard to realize the difficulty of 
dispatching the trucks, picking up the 
freight and getting back into the freight 
station with it before the 5:45 PM 
deadline. At times as many as 110 
pick-up trucks will be in service at one 
time.

MOURN: Sudden Death of Vice President Burckhalter 


Shock to Entire S. P. Family; His Career Was Inspirations} 


Stricken by o heart attack, Vice 
President Frank L. Burekhalter died 
suddenly the morning of March 3 at 
his home in Oakland. He had been at, 
his desk the day before in the San 
Franciseo General Office apparently in 
his usual good health. But in the early 
hours of the following morning he was 
awakened by the sudden attack and 
p away in a short time. 

In My. Burekhalter’s passing the 
Company has lost the services of a re- 
markably capable officer; one whose 
career of 86 years with Southern Pacific 
is an inspiration to those who have 
chosen railroading as their life endeavor. 

Starting as a rodman in a surveying 
party and then us a section foreman, he 
gradually advanced through various 
positions in the Enginecring and Oper- 
ating Departments to a place of emi- 
nence very near the topmost rung in 
the Company's ladder of achievement. 
His death closed one of the most, bril- 
liant and successful railroad careers in 
the West, and brought sorrow to thou- 
sands of friends and associates. 

Mr. Burckhalter was born at Truckee, 
California, July 21, 1879. He grad- 
uated as a civil engineer from the Uni- 
versity of California with the class of 
1900. In August that year he took a 
job as rodman and instrumentman and 
worked with a surveying party at va- 
rious locations over the Company’s 
Pacific Lines. 

From this beginning he served suc- 
cessively as section foreman, assistant 
engineer, general foreman, acting road- 
master and roadmuaster on the San 
Joaquin Division until promoted to 
division cngincer in March, 1906, with 
headquarters in Bakersfield.

Mr. Burckhalter 
came to San Fran-

1925, he was ad- 
vanced to first assistant general man- 
ager; to general manager of Pacific 
Lines in January, 1929; and to vice 
president in March, 1933. 

He is survived by his widew, Mrs, 
Rose B. Burekhalter; a daughter, Mrs. 


As general manager, Mr. Burck- 
halter officiated at the opening of 
the Modoc Line, on Sept, 14, 1929.

Mr. Burckhalter was a member of 
Rockridge Lodge No. 468, F&AM;

Masons, Golden Gate Commandery, 
Knights Templar, Claremont Country 
Club, Traffic Club of Chicago, Com- 
mercial Club of San Francisco, and the 
Commonwealth Club of California. 

Funeral services were held in Oak- 
land the morning of Mareh 5, during 
which time the offices of the Executive 

Department were closed. The pall- 
bearers were: President A. D. Me- 
Donald, Vice Presidents W. A. Worth- 
ington, J. H. Dyer, J. T. Saunders, and 
F. 8. McGinnis, and General Solicitor 
Guy V. Shoup. 

Impressive tribute was paid Mr. 
Burckhalter at the opening of the Cali- 
fornia Railroxd Commission’s hearing 
in Los Angeles the morning of March 3. 
Evan J. Foulds, attorney for the Com- 
pany, in announcing the sad. news, 
spoke of Mr. Burckhalter as “beloved 
by his friends and associates, respected 
by hig opponents . . . the entire trans- 
portation industry has suffered a very 
deep blow.” 

Regrets and expressions of profound 
respect were also spoken by S. T. 
Bledsoe, president, and Allan Matthew, 
attorney, of the Santa Fe; W. E. 
Travis, president, Pacific Greyhound; 
and Harry See, legislative representa- 
tive, Brotherhood of Railway Traip- 
men. In voicing the sympathy of em- 
ployes whom he represented, Mr. See 
said: “... in all matters handled with 
Mr. Burckhalter we found him always 
dealing the cards face up on the table.” 

Commissioner Wallace Ware said: 
“I knew, appreciated, understood and 
profoundly respected Frank Burck- 
halter. I never saw him but what his 
iaind was entirely organized; I never 


heard him testify excepting that I w: as” 


thoroughly convinced that he was sin- 
cere and faithful to the full measure of 
his trust.” 

The service was conducted by Rev. 
Edgar F. Gee, retired pastor of St. 
Peter’s Episcopal Church, of which Mr. 
Burekhalter had been an active member 
for many years. Addressing the large 
group of mourners, Rev. Gee said, in 
part: ‘So teach us to number our 
days that we may apply our hearts 
unto wisdom’ is the eounsel I give this 
assemblage. Such was the principle of 
life of Frank L. Burckhalter. Faithful 
to every duty, unassuming and quiet in 
demeanor; he was respected by all and 
exemplified in his daily life his Christian 
character. The words of St. Paul may 
be applied to him: ‘I have fought a 
good fight. I have finished the course. 
T have kept the faith. Henceforth there 
islaid up for mea crown of righteousness 
which shall be for me and for all those 
who love His appearing.’ Frank Burck- 
halter was a Christian gentleman.” 
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GRIT: Tiny Kitten Risks Its Nine Lives In 93- 
Mile Ride on Brake Beam of Fast 8S. P. Train

This is the story of Grit, a “tiger” 
kitten, now acclaimed the champion 
railroad brake beam rider of all time! 

Grit earned his title February 15 by 
performing the “impossible” feat of 
riding from Oakland to Sacramento on 
the four-inch steel shelf of a brake beam 
release spring attachment. 

For 93 miles, through wind and rain, 
whilo the fast train made its non-stop 
run, the courageous kitten elung to the 
tiny shelf. In saving his nine lives on 
the perilous ride, Grit was forced to 
sacrifice half his whiskers. His claws, 
too, were broken and bleeding at the 
end of the trip. But still he held on, 
straight to fame and fortune. 

A nameless waif when he started his 
epic brake beam journey, Grit now has 
a “home for life,” thanks to Fred A. 
Lemery, engineer of the train, the 
“Senator,” on which the death-defying 
ride was taken. Lemery brought Grit 
back to Oakland, where the kitten was 
Placed with Mrs. E. W. McIntire, 594 
Kenwyn Road, who gave him his name. 
Mrs. MeIntire is Lemery’s cousin. 

Today, Grit not only has food, shel- 
ter and loving care, but even a fancy 
collar bearing his name. Time will at- 

tend to his missing whiskers, and give 
his claws a chance to heal. But the 
memory of his harrowing experience 
will linger long with him, This was 
apparent when he was taken to Oak- 
land Pier to pose for pictures. He 
wouldn’t have gone near a “mean old 
brake beam” if Engineer Lemery 
hadn’t been there to give assurance 
that no locomotive was attached to the 
car. 

The release spring on which Grit sat, 
it should be explained, is only six inches 
from the brake shoe, which, when ap- 
plied, throws off a shower of sparks. 
This accounted for the singed whiskers 
and burns on the nose. The claw in- 


jurics resulted from attempts to clutch 
the spring steel. 

All of this might appear to be fiction 
were it not for the “official” report of 
Engineer Lemery, a veteran of 44 years’ 
service, who wrote to the Editor of 
The Bulletin, os follows: 

“On a rainy, windy morning (Feb. 
15), Brakeman Jim Hendricks of train 
224, a non-stop train between Oakland 
and Sacramento, made an inspection of 
wheels while going through Suisun and 
thought he saw a kitten on a brake 
beam of one of the cars. 

“On arrival at Sacramento, Car In- 
spector Ed Melarkey did find a kitten, 
about five weeks old, riding the brake 
beam attachment, which is about four 
inches wide, up close to the wheel. 

“This kitten had ridden from Oak- 
land to Sacramento at a speed which 
at times approached 65 miles an hour. 
How he clung to the tiny steel shelf in 
the wind, with water and rocks flying 
about him, is a mystery. 

“The kitten was taken to the steam 
room, dried, fed, and ater was taken to 
Oakland by me.”

Earle Ennis, feature writer for the 
San Francisco Chronicle, turned out a 
masterpiece on Grit’s thrilling ride.

Miniature Railroad That Operates by Steam 


Victor T. Shattock, pumper at Oak- 
Jand Pier, and for many years water 
service repairman on Western Division, 
ean not remember the time when he 
was not interested in machinery. Asa 
small boy he was deeply absorbed in 
anything of a mechanical nature, and 
for thirty years his hobby has been the 
construction of power models. 

In recent years Shattock has limited 
his model building to railroad equip- 
ment, and in the basement of his home 
in Oakland, California, he has set up a 
complete railroad unit-—-“Southern Pa- 
cific, Junior’—which probably equals 
any similar model in the country, in 
point of exactness, skill in construction, 
and interest in operation. 

“§. P., Jr.” is built to Southern Pa- 
cific standards throughout. There is 
more than 350 feet of trackage, includ- 
ing ballasted main line and second 
track, sidings and spurs. There are 
signal bridges, semaphores, light sig- 
nals,standardand combinationswitches, 
telegraph line, tunnels, ermbankments, 
ballast deck trestle bridge, station 
buildings, fencing, tool houses, hand 
cars, trainmen, sectionmen, and in fact 
every item that goes to make up a rail- 
road even to the inevitable hobo. 

Formerly Shattock made his tracks 
from wire, but since model railroad 
building has become so popular in this 
country, he succeeded in interesting a 
manufacturer in making a miniature 
rail which is true to scale of 8. P. 180 
pound stecl. His tracks are now tom- 
posed of this material, and is laid in 
accordance with standard practices. 

“S. R., Jr.” is strictly a freight line, 
although its builder is now planning the 
construction of several modern pas- 
senger cars. Altogether the road has 20 
pieces of rolling equipment, including 
three locomotives, flat, box, tank, re- 
frigerator, stock and gondola ears, as 
well as cabooses and soaintenance cars. 

The outstanding items are the three 
steam locomotives which operate under 
their own power. Wood alcohol is 
burned in specin] vaporizing burners 
and the boilers carry steam pressure of 
60 pounds. Feed water is pumped into 


the boiler while under steam by means 
of axle driven or hand operated pumps. 

The largest locomotive, 43 inches 
jong and 724 inches high, is No. 2422 
of the new standard Pacifie Type. 
Locomotive 2753 is a consolidation (is 
fitted with Baker valve gear) otherwise 
is typical of our freight engines. The 
third is a switch engine, No. 1207. 
All of them operate by steam and are 


838th Ave, where he has a large base- 
ment, offers the first opportunity he has 
had for space in which to construct a 
complete railroad unit. An enthu- 
siastie addict of his hobby, he is con- 
stantly working on changes and addi- 
tions, and is now planning suitable 
backgrounds and geenic atmosphere for 
his railroad.

P., Jr.” is the 
54-inch electrically operated turntable, 
a duplicate of the Company’s 110-foot 
standard table. 

Shattock has exhibited his miniature 
railroad on numerous occasions. At 
one of the California Agricultural Col- 
lege picnics held annually at Davis, 
Calif., the entire railroad was set up in 
a large tent and operated throughout 
the day. It was estimated that more 
than 10,000 persons saw the display 
that day. One of his locomotives was 
exhibited at the California State Fair, 
and several items of his equipment have 
been on display in department stores.

They must loud their 
true! go a8 to accommodate the 
greatest number of shipments and, as 
nearly as possible, cach shipper’s goods 
must be kept separate so that there will 
be no delay in unloading and checking 
the merchandise at the receiving sheds, 

Under the PMT’s plan of pick-up 
and delivery service the shipper’s plat- 
form is in reality the receiving platform 
of the Transport Company and the 
truck driver ucts as the receiving clerk. 
He must seo that bills of lading are 
properly made up and that the ship~ 
ments are suitably packed for shipment. 
Bills of lading are made in triplicate and 
the driver, in the name of the local 
agent, signs all copies, leaving the 
original and memorandum copies as the 
shipper’s receipt. Shipping orders are 
delivered to the receiving sheds, along 
with the shipments, so that waybills 
may be made. 


Complete Shipment Record 

When receipting the bills of lading, 
the driver’s name, date und time pick- 
up is made are shown on each receipt. 
Similar records of deliveries are made. 
Thus, a complete history is available 
on every shipment handled by the 
Transport Company—from. the time 
pick-up call is received until the ship- 
ment is delivered to the consignee at 
destination. 

The foregoing describes generally the 


pick-up performance in San Francisco 
where the service is provided by an in- 
dependent contractor. At Los An- 
geles, which is the one major city in 
which PM Trucking Company’s own 
equipment is used, the service require- 
ments and routine are generally the 
same. 

At Los Angeles the PMT Co. em- 
ploys approximately 88 drivers, dis- 
patchers, garagemen and kindred work- 
men, and handles an ayerage of about 
300 tons a day. 

‘There are a number of other places 
at which the Pacific Moter Trucking 
Company performs the pick-up and 
delivery with its own employes and 
equipment. Typical of these is the 
operation at Marysville. 

In this case, unlike San Francisco 
and Los Angeles, the operation is 
primarily one of delivery, Marysville 
being a receiving rather than a for- 
warding point. At such points the 
problem of course is not so complex as 
is at the major points where a great 
deal of equipment and intricate dis- 
patching must be used to handle within 
a short time a large number of pick-up 
calls coming rapidly from widespread 
parts of the city and without advance 
information. 

At Marysville, for example, two de- 
livery trucks are used and since all of 
the freight to be handled is available 
at one time the work to be done can be 
divided between the trucks so as to 
effect the most efficient delivery service

possible. In making deliveries the 
truck driver must act in every way as 
delivery clerk for PM Transport Co., 
with the added responsibility of collect- 
ing the amount of shippers’ invoices 
where goods are forwarded C. O. D. 

The quality of the pick-up and de- 
livery service is a responsibility of PM 
Transport Co.’s local agents who have 
been highly successful in securing the 
cooperation of contract draymen to the 
end that servieo to the public is of the 
best. 


Skill and Speed 


It has been said that in large cities 
like San Francisco and Los Angeles, 
the problem principally is one of pick- 
up; and so it is. But it should not be 
understood that deliveries do not also 
present a task calling for skill and speed 
both in the handling of freight and the 
efficient dispatching of trucks, 

This is especially true at Los Angeles 
in the delivery of the freight from San 
Francisco which moves on the recently 
established merchandise train, the 
“Overnight.” In Los Angeles PM 
Transport Co. has’slightly more than 
one thousand three hundred patrons 
who receive freight on this train. The 
volume averages about 125,000 pounds 
per day and, of course, there are. peak 
days substantially in excess of that 
amount, Freight bills covering this 
traffic are telegraphed to Los Angeles 
during the night. Before the train ar- 
rives these bills are set up in proper 
sequence and then grouped in truck 
load order so that after the trucks are 
loaded the drivers can make deliveries 
in rotation in 4 minimum of time. 

But even with all possible advance 
preparation it still is an enormous task 
to deliver this traffic with the speed 
which PMT patrons have come to ex- 
pect. -Cars from the “Overnight” are 
spotted at the Los Angeles freight house 
usually at 8:25 AM, and all-of the 
freight is unloaded by 10:00 AM. ‘That 
leaves, if “first morning delivery” is to 
be given, 2 hours within which to com- 
plete loading of delivery trucks and 
dcliver approximately 125,000 pounds 
of freight to some part of 1300 con- 
signees scattered throughout an -area

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EARNIN GS GAIN: Company’s Business Better in 


1935 than any Year Since 1931; Employes’ Loyalty Praised 


Showing the largest net railway oper- 
ating income for Southern Pacific Lines 
during any vear since 1931, the annual 
report of Southern Pacific Company for 
1935 should be of more than usual in- 
terest to employes. 

Addressed to the 51,451 stockholders 
of the Company, the report expresses 
appreciation of the board of directors 
for the “continued loyalty and efficient 
services of officers and employes.” 

Total railway operating revenucs of 
Southern Pacific Lines (the Pacific 
Lines, Lines in Texas and Louisiana and 
the Steamship Lines) for 1935, repre- 
senting the money collected from opera~ 
tion of transportation services, amount- 
ed to $163,381,511.99. ‘This was an 
increase of $14,188,803.28 over 1934, 
but. was only a little more than half the 
revenues of the record year 1929, when 
a total of §310,969,188.43 was reached. 
Included in the item of railway operat- 
ing revenues are the earnings from 
freight and passenger traffic, mail con- 
tracts, express shipments, dining car 
and excess baggage revenues, switching 
charges, earnings from trafhe carried 
for the Pacific Motor Transport Com- 
pany on Pacific Lines, and for the 
Southern Pacifie Transport companies 
operating in Texas and Louisiana; but 
not including revenues collected by 
other affiliated companies or carnings 
from investments. 

Railway operating expenses during 
1935, amounted to $123,898,159.09, an 
increase of $10,318,043.21 over the pre- 
viotts year. In this item are the costs of 
rendering transportation services, and 
the maintenance and supervision of the

JANUARY: Revenues Off to 
Good Startin First Month 


For the month ending January 
31, 1936, Railway Operating Rev- 
enues of Southern Pacific Lines 
amounted to $13,684,570 or $2,060,- 
622 over the same period for 1935, 
or 18 per cent increase, 

During the same period Railway 
Operating Expenses were $11,204,- 
411 or $1,494,483 over the same 
pericd for 1935, or 15 per cent in- 
crease. 

After deducting Tax accruals of 
$1,011,933, net rentals paid for use 
of equipment and Joint facilities 
amounting to $604,273, there was 
left Net Railway Operating Income 
of $863,953, or $488,650 over the 
same period for 1935, or 130 per 
cent inercase. 


Company’s transportation plant, in- 
cluding payrolls, fuel, materials and 
supplies, settlements for damage to 
freight or injuries to persons, expenses 
of traffic solicitation such as advertising 
and preparation of tariffs, as well as 
accounting and legal expenses, pension 
payments and other general expenses. 

The net railway operating income for 
the year amounted to $20,319,879.80, 
after making deductions for federal, 
state and municipal taxes, uncollectible 
revenues, and rentals paid for use of 
equipment and joint facilities. ‘This 
was an inerease of $3,316,222.23, or 
19.50 per cent over the previous year. 

To net railway operating income are 
added the revenues received from mis- 
cellaneous operations and leases, and 
the income from investments, etc. The 
sum of al! these earnings represents 
Total Income, from which is provided 
the amounts necessary for fixed charges, 


- such as interest on bonds, rent paid for 


leased roads, etc. The amount remain- 
ing after these deductions are made is 
termed Net Income, which provides the 
source of funds for dividends when 
paid, (none paid since Jan. 2, 1932) and 
other corporate purposes not directly 
related to the cost of operating and 
maintaining the property, among which 
are additions and bettermenis. ‘The 
amount of net income is also important 
with respect to the Company’s credit. 

This very important item of Net In- 
come amounted to $2,346,589.64 for 
Southern Pacific Lines in 1935, an in- 
crease of $1,938,364.48, or 474.83 per 
cent over the previous year. 

However, when the net loss of the 
separately operated, solely controlled 
affiliated companies (such as the Mex- 
ican Lines, Pacific Electric, North- 
western Pacific and San Diego & Ari- 


zona Eastern) was deducted there re- 
mained a consolidated net loss of 
$1,744,551, or 55.35 per cent less than 
for 1934, 

Business generally, during 1935, 
appeared to be upon a sounder basis 
than at any time since the beginning 
of the depression period. Freight traffic 
improved progressively throughout the 
year, and for the last quarter the rev- 
enues were larger than for the same 
period of any year since 1930, ‘The 
largest gains for the year were in the 
revenues from movement of manufac- 
tures, and products of forests; these two 
groups of commodities producing 82.66 
per cent., and agricultural products, 
15.83 per cent., of the total increase in 
freight revenues. A small proportion 
of the total increase resulted from the 
movement of products of mines. Ap- 
proximately $1,400,000 of the 1935 
freight revenues was realized from the 
emergency rate surcharges on a long 
list of commodities, authorized by the 
Interstate Commerce Commission 
effective April, 1935, to apply until 
June 80, 1936. 

The substantial increase in passenger 
revenues, while primarily due to the 
improvement in business conditions, 
also reflects the stimulation of travel 
resulting from the operation of air con- 
ditioned passenger cars and contin- 
uance of the low basis of fares experi- 
mentally initiated in 1933. The Expo- 
sition at San Diego was an attraction 
for tourists; and there were increased 
movements of Civilian Conservation 
Corps. 

The decrease in the account “Mail

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and express revenues” is the result of 
crediting to “All other operating rev- 
enues” in 1935 the earnings from traffic 
carried for the Pacific Motor Transport 
Company, which in previous years have 
been credited to express revenues. Rev- 
enues from the transportation of mail 
and Railway Express Ageney traffic 
increased $270,426.09. 

The increase in all other operating 
revenues wag due, principally, to in- 
cluding in this account in 1935 the carn- 
ings from traffic earricd for Pacific 
Motor ‘Transport Company, which 
were larger than for 1934, and partly 
to an inerease in the revenues from 
freight carried for the motor transport 
companies operating in Texas and 
Louisiana, and increased switching and 
miscellaneous operating revenues. 

Approximately $5,600,000 of the 
$10,318,943.21 increase in opcrating 
expenses resulted from the action 
taken, in common with other railroads, 
in restoring on January 1, 1935, one- 
fourth, and on April 1, 1935, the final 
one-half of the 10 per cent. reduction 
in employes’ wages made effective early 
in 1982, one-fourth thereof having been 
restored on July 1, 1934. Other in- 
creases in operating expenses were due, 
principally, to the larger forces and in- 
creased train service required to handle 
the increased volume of traffic, and to 
the higher prices for fuel prevailing in 
1935. Repairs to roadway and struc- 
tures accomplished in 1934, with funds 
secured from the Federal Emergency 
Administration of Public Works, per- 
mitted making somewhat smaller ex- 
penditures for such purposes in 1935, 
but it was necessary to recondition an 
increased number of freight and pas- 
senger cars to provide a sufficient sup- 
ply of such equipment. 

Equipment rents paid were larger 
due to increased mileage payments for 
use of refrigerator cars and air con- 
ditioned Pullman cars, these increases 
being partially offset by a decrease in 
joint facility rents. 

Total other income decreased $2,049,- 
273.56, or 12.63 per cent, mainly due 
to the decreased amount of dividends 
received from Pacific Fruit Express 
Company. For 1935 such dividends 
amounted to $8,393,168.84, compared 
with $10,286,413.55 for 1934. Of these 
amounts approximately $900,000 in 
1935 and.$1,900,000 in 1934 were paid 
out. of earnings accrued prior to 1983. 

Expenditures by Southern Pacific 
Lines for additions and betterments 
during 1935 amounted to $7,485,683.38, 
an increase of $776,912.80 compared 
with 1934. 

Funded debt of Southern Pacific 
Lines held by the public decreased 
$7,796,243.74, principally due to the 
retirement of equipment trust obliga- 
tions matured. 

Outstanding bank loans were reduced 
during the year by payment on Febru- 
ary 8, 1935, of $5,000,000.

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of the franchise under which the former 
main line was laid in Fourth Street in 
the heart of the city. 

Work was commenced during the 
year on four line changes in Texas in- 
volving construction of 13.04 miles of 
new main track, 1.81 miles of sidings, 
and two steel and conerete bridges, to 
avoid further serious interruptions of 
traffic such as have repeatedly oecurred 
in 1935 and previous years due to dam- 
age by flood waters to portions of the 
main line in Sanderson Canyon and 
Thurston Canyon, cast of Sanderson. 

Progress on the new passenger ter- 
minal at Los Angeles, mentioned in re- 
ports for previous years, consisted of 
completing acquisition of most of the 
land required, construction of the sub- 
way which will connect the station with 
the train platforms, and advancing the 
preparation of detailed plans and draw- 
ings. Agreement was reached between 
the several railroads constructing the 
terminal, and the City of Los Angeles, 
determining the relocation and closing 
of certain streets and the construction 
by the City of two important vebiele 
and pedestrian subways. 

Effective December 17, 1985, the 
Company commenced operation of its 
passenger and freight trains over the 
newly completed railroad and highway 
bridge across the Mississippi River at 
New Orleans, in accordance with the 
terms of an agreement entered into in 
1982 with the State of Louisiana and 
the Public Belt Railroad of New Or- 
leans. Use of the bridge, which re- 
quired construction of a freight ter- 
minal at Avondale and permitted aban- 
donment of the former train yard oper- 
ations at Algicrs and train ferries at 
New Orleans, results in economy, and 
expedites train operations. 

Southern Pacific Golden Gate Com- 
pany (a holding company which is con- 
trolled by Southern Pacific Company 
through stock ownership) and its solely 
controlled Southern Pacific Golden 
Gate Ferries, Ltd., which operates ve- 
hicular ferries on San Francisco Bay, 
had a consolidated net loss for 1935 of 
$431,702.12, after depreciation and ob- 
solescence charges; compared with net 
income of $600,057.48 for 1934, Before 
depreciation and obsolescence charges 
there was # consolidated net income for 
1935 of $2,129,402.60, an increase of 
$372,026.83, or 21.17 per cent., com- 
pared with 1934. As explained in last 
year’s report, the obsolescence reserve 
was established in 1934 to be accrued 
over the period January 1, 1932, to 
December 31, 1936. Amounts appli- 
cable to the portion of this period prior 
to October 1, 1934, were charged to 
profit and loss in 1934, and the amounts 
accrued subsequent to October I, 1934, 
have been currently charged against 
income. The San Francisco Bay Bridge 
is now expected to be opened for motor 
vehicle traffic in November, 1936, and 
completion of the Golden Gate bridge 
is expected in May, 1937. 
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SAF ETY: Thousands More Employes Will 
Be Given Benefit of Safety Meeting Programs

Safety Meetings are to be taken to 
employes in a “big way” during 1936. 

Last year a total of 62 general Safety 
Meetings were held at division head- 
quarters and at a few of the larger 
centers. These mectings were at- 
tended by 3,600 employes. The key- 
note of the meetings was Safety Educa- 
tion and so much interest: was aroused 
and the attendance was so gratifying 
that it was decided to extend the scope 
of the meetings so that not less than 
15,000 employes will have an oppor- 
tunity of attending one or more of the 
165 meetings to be held during this 
year. 

Pictures, facts and figures will be 
displayed on a screen at as many of the 
mectings as possible so that employes 
all along the line will be given the same 
advantage as those at division head- 
quarters in all matters pertaining to 
Safety Education. During January 
and February meetings were held at the 
following outside points in addition to 
the usual mectings in shops, stores, ete.: 
Alamorgordo, Tucumeari, Carrizozo, 
Lordsburg, Douglas, Phoenix, Albany, 
Fugene, Marysville, Chico, Gerber, 
Alturas, San Luis Obispo, Guadalupe, 
Carlin, Imlay, Sparks, Reno Freight 
House, Suisun, Port Costa, Oakland 
Yard, Oakland Kirkham St., Stockton, 
Tracy, El Paso Roundhouse.

Super Armor Plate Safety Goggles, 
mentioned in February Bulletin, are 
now available for purchase by employes 
who want a goggle which provides a 
maximum of protection from blows; 
keeps out sand and cinders; kills sun, 
snow and headlight glare; does not dis- 
tort colors and can be ground to pre- 
scription. Ask the head of your de- 
partment how to obtain an order for a 
pair and protect your eyes. 

Struck and Run over by Engines or 
Cars: For the past six years an average 
of five employes lost their lives cach 
year because they did not look both 
ways before fouling a track. We sin- 
eerely hope our constant warnings in 
this respect will be heeded and that not 
a man will be killed in this manner in 
1936. Remember this is the greatest 
single cause of fatalities and is a type 
of accident that should never occur. 

Falling: Jivery year one of every 
three or four reportable casualties to 
employes is the result of falling. Record 
for 1935 was:
